The Indian Blue Ensign defaced by an anchor In 
horizontal position. The defacing is to be done In 
yellow colour. 

3. Badge referred to In paranaph 2 Is to be dis- 
played in the Centre Of the Fly the dimensions of 
the badge not exceeding that of a circle whose dia- 
meter Is 13 /30th of the width of the flag. The ITy 
is the hall of the flag farthest away from the mast
